Many believed the decision will be favorable 
to the state, sustaining Gov. Deneen's con- 
tention that for thirty-three years the rall- 
road has been milking the state through 
its system of accounting for the gross earn- 
ings on which it is required to and cheesy 
in eu of other taxes. 

The suit was filed by the attorney 9 
early in 1907 following a message of Gov. 
Deneen to the legislature’ in which it wes 
asserted that the Illinois Central had been 
po manipulating its accounts as to credit 
millions of its earnings to the noncharter 
lines not subject to the 7 per cent tax. 

Accounting Finds $10,000,000. 

The governor at that time obtained a spe- 
cial appropriation from the legislature to 
This 
accounting swelled the amount which the 
governor had estimated to be due the state 
from $5,000,000 to $15,000,000. 

The history of the suit dates back to 1851, 
when the state granted a special charter to 
the road which provided—in consideration 
of a land grant of 2,500,000 acres—that the 
company should pay annually 8 per cent of

According to the charges made by the gov- 
ernor and the attorney general, the rallroad

Ik the decision is favorable to 
the state’s contention, not only will the com- 
pany be forced to compensate the state treas- 
ury for deficiencies in the past, but will have 
to increase greatly the sum of its annual 
payments. 

The use of “‘ constructive mileage, instead 
of actual mileage, as the basis of dividing the 
through rates between the charter and non- 
charter lines is one of the devices by which 
it is charged the state was defrauded, al- 
though the road asserted that this is the 
recognized method of railway rate making. 
Under this method the lines south of the 
Ohio and west of the Mississippi may be cred- 
ited with a larger share of the rate than the 
mileage proportion, on the basis that rates 
are fixed on varying conditions. 


Divert Earnings to Toll Bridges. 

It was also charged that large proportions 
of the freight earnings were diverted to 
separate bridge companies in the form of 
tolls, and thus subtracted from the earnings 
on which the 7 per cent was calculated and 
that proper credit has not been given the 
charter lines for the use of expensive ter- 
minal facilities for the benefit of the non- 
charter lines. 

Switching charges, rentals of equipment 
loaned to roads, dining car and eating house 
profits are among the items said to have 
been credited wrongfully.

Railways company, the holders of these 
bonds will realize something more substan- 
tial for their holdings.

I don't think the 
Rockefeller institute has anything on us in 
the treatment of these cases, and as a matter 
of f I guess we have a little the best of 
them, use pellagra is uncommon in the 
east and they can’t get as many patients in 
New York to work on as we have. 

„We have been giving this treatment for 
about four months and have treated about 
thirty-four cases. The best blood for trans- 
fusion comes from persons who have been 
cured of the disease, and it only takes one 
inoculation. Shortly after the treatment we 
notice that the skin of the patient clears up 
and he becomes more active in body and alert 
in mind.“ 


Disease of Poorly Nourished. 

Pellagra ie a disease of the poorly nour- 
ished. It is found generally among poor 
folks in districts where corn of indifferent 
quality is an article of diet. The general 
belief is that corn affected with smut causes 
the disease. 

Its first appearance in Chicago was among 
newly received patients at Dunning, and in 
consequence an immediate study into causes 
and cure was begun at that institution. The 
first step was found to be the building up of 
the patient's constitution by better food. 

Then the transfusion treatment was at- 
tempted as an experiment for the further 
cleansing of the impoverished blood, The 
tests were crowned with success.

Hef expedition in the racing balloon Chicago, 
which was due to start from this city on 
Friday. Charles A. Coey and Capt.“ George 
Brumbaugh were the aeronauts who were 
making ready to start after their colleagues 
by the air route. 

The Chicago, which holds 110,000 cubic feet 
of gas, Was stocked with provisions for thirty 
days, fur clothing, sleeping bags, shelter 
tents, rifles, a canoe, and an electric search- 
light. The balloonists éxpected to leave 
Sixty-third street and South Park avenue to- 
morrow afternoon.

OPPOSE PURE MILK LAW. 


Patients Inoculated with Blood 
from Healthy Persons Re- 
gain Strength. 


' Remarkable testimony, indicating the bel- 
ligerent attitude of Illinois dairy interests 
toward the enactment of a pure milk law for 
the state, has been given the last three 
days before the joint legislative committee 
which is investigating the tuberculin test and 
the pasteurization of milk and its products. 

The committee's sessions are being held 
in the law office of Speaker Edward D. Shurt- 
leff, chairman of the committee, at 100 Wash- 

street. 
K. — * witnesses from Cook, McHenry, 
Kane, and Du Page counties testified that 
not only has milk from tuberculin tested 
cows caused iliness and disease among the 
users of the product, but that cows free from 
all traces of tuberculosis have contracted 
the disease after being subjected to the tu- 
berculin test. 

According to testimony of some of the 
witnesses, it would be most unfortunate for 
the health of the people of Illinois, not to 
mention the fearful havoc to dairy herds, to 
compel the farmers to have their milk cows 
subjected to the tuberculin test. 


Evans Surprised at Testimony. 
One witness declared that a law compelling 
guch a test would cost the farmers an im- 
mense amount of money and cause a great 
shortage of milk, because they would be 

compelled to dispose of all infected cows. 


vocate of the proposed law, expressed aston- 
ishment in the evening at the testimony ad- 
duced at the hearing—testimony at direct 
variance to the opinions of all scientific ex- 
perts. He was inclined to believe the com- 
mittee would scarcely take the dairymen’s 
testimony seriously. 

E. J. Fellows, president of the Milk Pro- 
ducers’ association, was the star witness for 
the opponents of pure milk legislation. 

“Tt have known healthy cattle injected 
with tuberculin to develop tuberculosis,” he 
said. In fact, I believe more cows are in- 
fected by the injection of tuberculin than 
cases of tuberculosis are discovered through 
this test. The government vaccine can't be 
depended upon, either, any more than can 
the vaccine made by private companies. 


Says Disease Is Contracted. 

Mr. Fellows also related to the committee 
his own observations as to human disease 
developed following the of milk from 
tuberculin tested cows. He said there re- 
sulted a skin eruption which appeared on the 
hands. He declared the disease disappeared 
after the victims quit using tuberculin milk. 


the hearings as a representative of the pure 
milk law advocates, in the evening showed 
why Mr. Fellows must be mistaken. He de- 
- clared that every particle of vaccine sent out 
by the United States government was tested 
before leaving the laboratory and that it wag 
impossible that government serum could 
have been found unfit for tests. 

“All of the tuberculin used in tests is ster- 
flized,” he said, “and there are no living 
bacilli in the testing material, so that inocu- 
lation by that means would be an impossi- 
bility.” 

As to the diseases contracted from tuber- 
culin tested cows’ milk, it is a new discovery, 
the physician said, of which scientists had 
not yet heard. 


MILK INQUIRY TO OPEN HERE. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[Special.}— 
The federal inquiry into the existence of an 
alleged pasteurized milk trust will begin in 
Chicago. W. 8. Kenyon, assistant attorney 
general in charge of the trust prosecutions, 
has dispatched investigators to Illinois to 
delve into the charges made there. 

When Health Commissioner Evans of Chi- 
cago was trying to impose the tuberculin 
test or alternative pasteurization upon the 
producers of Chicago’s milk supply the dairy- 
men charged that Dr. Evans was in league 
with the milk magnates who were seeking to 
drive smaller dealers out of business through 
the imposition of prohibitive requirements. 
Other charges were that the commissione 
was interested in the manufacture of 
teurizers. 

The dairymen failed to make good on their 
charges and Commissioner Evans went on 
enforcing the new milk regulations. The 
cry that his protective regulations were the 
work of a milk trust was credited in the 2 
to a desire to cloud the issue.

Wades in Mud Up to Enees, 

For an hour or two the king drove about 
in a small, primitive vehicle, but soon was 
obliged to abandon this, going about on foot 
among the fallen trees, collapsed houses, and 
heaps of mud and stones, Although be- 
spattered with grime and sometimes in mud 
up to the knees, his majesty made the 
rounds of the entire district. He saw more 
than 400 wrecked houses, 

Just before his departure the island women, 
many carrying babies, crowded around the 
king, wishing to kiss his hands, at which his 
majesty was greatly affected.

Apple Salads and Apple Surprises. 


HE APPLE is not an ideal salad ingredi- 
ent for several reasons, yet in this ca- 
pacity it is popular in families which pre- 
fer nut and fruit salads to those of any 
other sort. In the first place it is hard 

to Handle because it discolor# so quickly. This 
makes it a rather difficult salad for the house- 
keeper who does her own cooking and serving, 
yet by peeling the apples with a silver knife 
and mixing the salad with a silver fork, and, 
perhaps, dropping the pieces of apple in ice 
water, they will not blacken. 

Perhaps it was the Waldorf salad that first 
introduced to Americans the idea of eating raw 
apple in any other way than au naturel. In the 
making of this, celery and various different 
nuts have been mixed with the apple, the 
English walnut having been the favorite, al- 
though.the hickory nuts figure in printed recipes. 
The name Waldorf now has come to mean 80 
many different proportions that people are more 
likely to speak simply of the apple and nut 
salad. It does not require any large quantity 
of material for this salad. A half pint of ap- 
ple and celery cut up fine, and the same amount 
of mayonaise with a few nuts will go a long 
way. 

The apple and nut salad has been considered 
an attractive one to serve of an evening when 


some refreshment beyond cakes and ices has

been desirable. For such service the scooped out 
and refilled apple has been the favored manner. 
Such a salad may be made very mild, but if 
piquancy is desired, as when it is served at din- 
ner with fowl, water cress and a French instead 
of a mayonaisse @ressing may be used. 


Waldorf Salad—One good sized sala cut in 
cubes, one stalk of celery cut up rather fine, 
and a few English walnuts broken up. Mix well 
with dressing made with one-half cup of vine- 
gar, one teaspoon of sugar, One-half teaspoon of.

HILE Lord Lonsdale ts perhaps one 
of the foremost sportsmen in Eng- 
land he is not an antiquarian and 
has more sympathy with the prize 

ring than with relics of the past. 

There are few more picturesque ruins in 
England than that of the grand old Abbey 
of St. Mary jene at Shap, wich dur- 
ing its four centuries of existence prior to 
the reformation had no less than twenty- 
four abbots. Judging by the ruins it must 
have been a singularly stately edifice built 
of fine sandstone taken from 4 quarry in the 
immediate neighborhood. The roof of the 
abbey long since has vanished. But the 
greater portion of the walls and especially 
the tower remain standing and are the 
bourne of antiquarian pilgrimages, not mere- 
ly from other parts of England, but from 
the United States and the continent of Eu- 
rope. 

The abbey, as well as the surrounding coun- 
try, belongs to Lord Lonsdale. About $10,000 
was collected some time ago to be employed 
on the preservation of what remains of the 
abbey: But when the earl was approached 
about the matter and asked for permission 
to spend the money in this way he peremp- 
torily declined and is now pulling down the 
ruins and removing it to his Lowther castle 
estate, where the stones are being used partly 
in building operations and partly in road 
making. About 200 wagonloads of the stones 
taken from the ruins have been removed by 
Lord Lonsdale, who scoffs at the protests 
of; antiquarians and the press. 

Nor is there any means of preventing him 
from continuing his work of destruction. For 
the ancient monuments act of parliament 
provides that when the government is of 
the opinion that the preservation of any mon- 
ument is a matter of public interest, by rea- 
son of the historic tradition or artistic in- 
terest attaching to it, it may, at the request 
of the owner, consent to beconre the guar- 
dian thereof. But the statute does not give 
the government any power over the monu- 
ment against the wishes of the proprietor 
and therefore Westmoreland's only abbey, or 
what remains of it, is destined to disappear.

No ruler of the old world is in greater 
danger of assassination just at present than 
King Ferdinand of Bulgaria. Ferdinand is 
in peril ai the hands of Bulgarian. Mace- 
donian, and Turkish patriots, who see in his 
existence an obstacle to the welfare of their 
country. 

Never at any time during his more than 
wenty years of reign at Sofia has Ferdinand 

n so unpopular in his dominions. where 
his subjects declare that at the time of the 
Turkish revolution he had it within his 
power to seize and hold Macedonia, and thus 
free the hordes of Bulgarians living in Mace- 
donia from Ottoman thraiidom, but that he 
preferred instead to sacrifice everything to 
secure his recognition by the great powers 
as king, which left Bulgaria no bigger and 
no greater. The Bulgarians feel that they 
have lost their greatest opportunity, thanks 
to Ferdinand, and they are an exceedingly 
vindictive race. 

Then, too, the Turks are of the opinion 
that Ferdinand, with his well trained army, 
800 000 strong. constitutes a standing menace 
to their empire, a menace which can be re- 
moved only through his death. Shefket 
Pasha, the leader of the Turkish revolution 
and for so long the dictator at Constanti- 
nople, voices public opinion at Constanti- 
nople when he says: 

“We must always watch Ferdinand with 
a hundred thousand men.’’ 

Finally, the Macedonians themselves see 
in the presence of Ferdinand an obstacle to 
their liberation, knowing that had it not been 
for his restraining hand the Bulgarians long 
ere this would have marched to their rescue. 

What would happen were King Ferdinand 
to fall the prey to an assassin just at pres- 
ent—and life is held cheap in that part of 
Europe—it is impossible to say. For his eld- 
est son is a frail and sallow youth of 16, and 
there is no statesman in Bulgaria of the 
stamp of Stambouloff te gresp the helm in 
any moment of i

I have laid stress often upon the disap- 
proval manifested by the three German em- 
perors of the Anti-Semite movement—a 
movement responsible for the virtual ex- 


clusion of Hebrews from the commissioned - 


ranks of the army. For the officers of the 
regiments are permitted to have a voice in 
the election of their comrades, who are sub- 
jected to something much akin to the bal- 
loting that falls to the share of the candidate 
for election to a club. 

This attitude on the part of the three Ger- 
man kaisers receives fresh illustration inthe 
life and correspondence of the Lutheran 
Pastor Stocker, who was for so many years 
court chaplain of the reigning family at Ber- 
Un, until dismissed from his post by WII- 
Ham II., owing to his activities as leader of 
the anti-Jewish agitation. 

The volume contains first of all a letter 
signed by the old emperor, dated Dec. 29, 
1880, in which he calls Pastor Stocker vigor- 
ously to task for his promotion of animosity 
against the Jews, expressing his strong disap- 
proval thereof, reminding him of his obliga- 
tions as a royal chaplain, and winding up 
with the following sentence: 

“I expect that wherever you speak in pub- 
lic, in all your utterances, no matter whether 
from the pulpit, the platform, or even in so- 
cial gatherings, you should do everything 
to promote peace, instead of discord, among 
all the various classes of my subjects.”

This letter was drafted for the old emper- 
or’s signature by Prince Bismarck. Five 
yeare later Minister of the Interior von 
Puttkamer wrote a letter to intimate to 
Stocker the grave displeasure on the part of 
the aged emperor and threatening him in 
the latter’s name with dismissal from the 
office of royal chaplain, since the monafc 
did not wish any one connected wivh his 
court to give expression to views 80 utterly 
at variance with his own. 

In January, 1888. a few months before the 
old emperor’s death, Stocker wrote to Field 
Marshal Count Waldersee asking him to in- 
duce Prince William, now the emperor, to 
intervene in his behalf and to induce his 
grandfather to refrain from putting into exe- 
eution his threat o@ dismissal... Waldersee 
wrote in response to this appeal that Prince 
William declined ta move in the matter. 

Stocker seems to have retained the good 
will of the present empress for some time 
after he had forfeited that of her husband 
But he presumed too much on her kindly 
nature, and when on ohe occasion he pub- 
licly addressed her in the most familiar man- 
ner as my dearest friend,” the break came 
and the sunshine of imperial favor was sup- 
Planted by inky darkness. , 

Stocker visited the United States just about 
the time of the acceesion of the present 
emperor, in the hope of finding here some en-

Nestling in the dazsling glare of Sirius u 
little companion star of the ninth magni- 
tude, but not easily detected except with 

werful telescopes. 

The account of its discovery is one of the 
interesting facts in the history of astronomy. 
It appears that in February, 1562, Messers. 
Alvan Clark and sons were completing their 
eighteen inch glass for the Chicago observa- 
tory. Turning the glass one. evening on 
Sirius, for the purpose testing it, the prac- 
ticed eye of the younger Clark.soon detected 
‘something unusual. 
„Why, father,” he exclaimed, the star 
The father looked and 
ed a small star due east from Sirius 
and distant about ten seconds. 4 the 


news went around the world, all the great 


telescopes‘ Mere pointed at Sirius, and since 
then it has been carefully kept under watch 
and ward. 

As a result of observations made with 
regard to the two stars, we have learned 
that they revolve around their common cen- 
ter of gravity during a period of about fifty- 
eight years, in an orbit twenty times wider 
than that of the earth around the sun. 

It is a well known fact that the stars differ 
from one another in color and that the flow. 
ers of the sky are as varied in bue as the 
flowers of the earth. Sirius is a brilliant 
white star with a tinge of blue, although 
Tennyson describes it as flery in hue and 
Ptolemy designates it as “ fiery red.“ Either 
the star has changed its color, or else both 
writers may have referred to its appearance 
when it ts near the horizon or when the 
atmosphere is disturbed. At such times 
Sirius flashes with all the colors of the rain- 
bow. When the eerial ocean surrounding 
our planet is tranquil, however, the star 
shines with a steady bluish light. 

This indicates its connection with stars 
in the heyday of their stellar life, which be- 
long to class I, including bluish-white stars 
like Sirius, for which reason they are known 
as the Sirian stars. They have glided im- 
perceptibly from the stellar kindergarten 
which is composed of helium Stars, emerg- 
ing from the cradle of nebulous star dust. 


—— ' 

Sirius pours forth more than forty times as 
much light as that emitted by the sun, and, 
fortunately for us, it is more than 500,000 
times as far from us as our own bright Day 
star. Were our planet nestled as close to 
Sirius as it is to the sun its inhabitants 
would doubtless be blinded by the glare and 
the planet itself scorched to a cinder 
by the intense heat. Light requires 
about eight and one-half years in coming 
to us from Sirius, so that its light message 


which greets us this evening actually started 


on its journey through space several years 
ago. In other words, we do not see Sirius

When Sirius 
became visible in the east just before dawn, 
the overflowing of the Nile took place, and 
the Egyptians had time to escape from the 
region of inundation. When Sirius rose with 


the sun and seemed to blend its heat with that 


of our luminary the ancients ve it th 
name of the Dog star. Thus. Virgil wrote: 
Parched was the grass and blighted was the corn, 
Nor ‘scape the beasts; for Sirius from on high, 
With pestiléntial heat infests the sky.’’

In the story of Micromegas, Voltaire de- 
scribes the inhabitants of an imaginary 
planet circling around Sirius. The world was 
said to be 21,000,000 times larger in circumfer- 
ence than the earth, and the inhabitants 
twenty miles tall. When Micromegas, who 
was of average height, visited our planet, he 
was able to step over mountains and wade 
across oceans with the utmost ease. Scooping 
up a handful of tiny atoms he found moving 
about, he examined them critically through 


a powerful microscope, and discovered that 


they were beings endowed with speech. 

By an ingenious contrivance he succeeded 
in -conversing with them, and was amazed at 
the overwhelming conceit of these infinitely 
minute creatures.

than was the case a year ago. Evidently the 
delegates thought. the propositlon was one 
«hat could be wisely passed on to another 
year, 
But there was much informal discussion 
on the establishment of postal savings banks. 
,While it is recognized that the experiment 
is to be tried, the impression was strong that 
the attempt will not be followed by results 
of the kind hoped for by President Taft. In 
the south the postal savings bank is looked 
upon as likely to become a menace to tze 
Money situation, arid bankers of Savannah, 
‘Mobile, New Orleans, and Atlanta are per- 
ed that if in those sections of the coun- 
try the postal savings bank the place 
of the savings department of national banks, 
serious embarrassment is likely to follow, 


Gain Study of Country. 

Probably the most important feature of this 
.@xcursion was the opportunity the repre- 
sentatives of financial institutions had for 
observing the growth of the country. For 
many of these delegates are officers in insti- 
‘tutions which have been able to furnish 
some of the capital which has made the 
amazing progress of the far west, especially 
the southwest, possible. Many of these dele- 
-gates had not before seen these portions of 

58 country. They returned to the east filled 
‘with enthusiasm because of the many pro- 
‘gressive things they saw. 

The men of the excursion also learned some 
things respecting politics which are worth 
heeding in the east. They discovered a con- 
servatism not allied to sluggishness or in- 
difference, but in perfect sympathy with 
healthful activity, upon the Pacific coast 
which they think might furnish some good 
lessons to some of the people of the west who 
dwell between the Mississippi and the Rocky 
‘mountains. 

It seems to be the impression of these re- 
turned delegates that there is to be no great 
“industrial or railway activity or any inspir- 
fig revival of business prosperity until after 
the next presidential election.’ This does not 
mean that we are to have n period.of stag- 
nation. Times are to be fairly goed, business 
will have considerable activity, but there 
‘will be no investment of capital on a large 
scale either in the way of railway improve- 
ment and expansion or in the development 
of the resources of the country. 


People Le to Economize. 
Meanwhile one favorable factor is now as- 
serting its influence. The American people 
are learning to economize. They have dis- 
covered the sin of wastefulness, especially. 
in the use of meat. Some of the bankers were

“The reason for the financial solidity of 
France is the mutual confidence between 
bankers and depositors.

I am certain that 
if hard and fast confidences existed between 
banker and depositors our clients would have 


more money and we would lose less. 


Be careful not to display a preference 
for a big depositor against a small one. The 
small man in this rapidly expanding country 
soon becomes big and the big one sometimes 
become small. We want democracy as well 
as intimacy in the banking world. Treat all 
honest clients alike.”

“Sure, Ride in Autos,” Say Rail 
Men; Have to Be Saving,”

That the western railroads have substan- 
„ tially increased many of their freight rates 

during the last five years, both by direct 
methods and by the elimination of rebates 
following the passage of the Hepburn law, 
was urged by witnesges for the shippers at 
the rate hearing yesterday in the federal 
building as an argument why the present 
advances asked by the railroads should not 
be granted... 

Comparative. prosperity of the farmers of 
Iowa and of the rallroads also came in for 
considerable discussion during the progress 
of the testimony before Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners Franklin K. Lane and Edgar 
E. Clark. H. C. Wallace of Des Moines, Ia., 
argued that the farmers are far from pros- 
perous, while counsel for the railroads de- 
clared that the number of automobiles pur- 
chased and the iner in value of farm 
lands indicated an oppofite condition. 


Bring Rebate Question to Fore. 

The rebate question was brought to the 
fore by the shippers with the contention that 
th railroads had saved such large sums by 
returning their rates to the published tariff 
basis that the shippers ought not be asked 
now to stand for a still further increase. Its 
discussion occupied practically the entire 
afternoon session, while the condition of the 
farmers constituted the bulk of the morning 
testimony at the first day of the hearing to be 
devoted to the shippers’ side of the case. 

That the railroads had paid rebates to a 
general extent before the passage of the 
Hepburn law in 1906 effectively, put a stop to 
the practice was asserted both by H. G. Wil- 
son. traffic commissioner of the Kansas City 
Commercial club, and W. P. Trickett, execu- 
tive manager of the Minneapolis Traffic as- 
sociation. 

Mr. Wilson made the broad statement that 
40 per cent of the published rates on traffic 
between the Atlantic seaboard and the Mis- 
souri river was rebated in some form or an- 
other. 

John Barton Payne, attorney for the Chi- 
cago Great Western and Alton roads, at- 
tempted to turn the rebate testimony into a 
boomerang bY demanding specific instances 
and the namds of the receivers as well as the 
givers of the rebates. Mr. Wilson said, how- 
ever, he had no direct personal knowledge of 
the subject. Mr. Trickett said he could give 
specific details, but declined to do so in pub- 


lic.

witness, outlined the history of the Missouri 
river rates, saying that they were on a low 
basis in 1901 and 1902.as the result of ex- 
cessive competition, but that the roads had 
made efforts after that time to increase their 
revenues both by advancing the published 
rates and by demanding published rates 
where they had been collecting less.

Recent Adv ances Are Cited. 

Three other classes of advances in rates 
which have been made in the last five years 
were named by the witness: ad (ances: in 
minimum weight requirements for carload 
shipments, advances in classification by mov- 
ing articles from lower to higher classes, and 
straight advances in commodity rates. 

He presented a list of 727 commodities, or 
about 16 per cent of the ratings in the western 
classification, on which he said the mininium 
weights had been advanced from 15 to 200 
per cent in the classification effective Nov. 
1, 1910, as compared with that in effect Sept. 
J, 1905. These, he said, forced small shippers 
who were unable to load the higher amount 
in a single car at a time to pay the higher lesa 
than carload rates_on their shipments. 

Another table presented by the witness was 
a list of 50 articles whose rates had been 
raised by change of classification, and still 
another exhibit contained a list of the com- 
modity rates applying between Chicago and 
the Mississippi and Missouri rivers on which 
rates had been advanced since 1906 or on 
which the roads were now asking an increase. 
For instance, he said, on alcoho! and high 
wines, the first article on the list, the rate 
per 100 pounds had been advanced 3 cents in 
1207, and it is proposed to advance the rate 
7 cents more, or 10 cents in five years. 

Says Tables Show Tactics. 

I made up these tables, Mr. Wilson said,
